BENEFACTIONS OF THE CARNEGIE CORPORATION 
OF NEW YORK 


The celebration, on November 25, 1935, of the hundredth anni- 
versary of the birth of Andrew Carnegie emphasized in fitting 

\ form the vast services rendered the cause of education by his 
philanthropies. The Cleveland Museum of Art has been a re- 
cipient of four grants from the Carnegie Corporation, each of 
which has materially increased the services of the Museum to 
the community: 

1. A grant of $5,000 in 1930 for the development of the 
lantern slide lending collection of the Museum. The entire sum

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was expended for slides between the years 1931 to 1933. The 
circulation of slides increased as a result from 127,177 in 193! 
to 204,879 in 1934. 

2. A grant of $9,000 in 1931, to be used over a period of three 
years, to enable the Museum to coédperate with Western Reserve 
University. This grant permitted the Museum to make possible 
the appointment, by the University, of Dr. Thomas Munro, 
Curator of Education in the Museum, as Professor of Aesthetics 
in the Graduate School of the University. 

3. A grant of $9,000, to cover a period of three years, for 
experimental work with children of high school age. This sum 
allows the Museum to augment its work with secondary schools, 
both that done by its own staff and that by public school 
teachers assigned to Museum service. 

4. A grant of art books, colored prints, and photographs of 
art objects, aggregating in value $2,000. These have been placed 
in a special lending collection for use in high school work; 
certain of the more valuable items are also available for the 
Museum’s reference library.

A FLOWER PIECE BY ODILON REDON 


Among the pictures exhibited in The Autumn Flower Show dur- 
ing November was an oil, “Vase of Flowers’””’ by Odilon Redon, 
which remains in Cleveland as a gift to the Museum through 
the generosity of a friend of the Museum. It is not only a rarely 
fine example of oil painting in itself, but it supplements the two 
pastels’ by Redon acquired in the past, one coming from the 
Quinn Collection and given by J. H. Wade, the other purchased 
for the Hinman B. Hurlbut Collection. It fills a gap in the 
Museum’s group of Redon’s work, a collection which includes 
numerous examples of lithography and a pencil drawing.* 

In the recent exhibition were represented two French flower 
painters of the nineteenth century—Fantin-Latour and Redon. 
These two men, together with the Dutchman Van Gogh, were 
preéminent in this field. Neither of the two Frenchmen falls 
into the accustomed category of Realist, Impressionist, or Post- 
Impressionist, though both were somewhat influenced by those 
manifestations of nineteenth-century painting; for both of these

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artists, devotion to subject matter took precedence over concern 
for purely technical problems. Through an interest in flowers as 
such, each in his own way developed a style sympathetic to the 
character of the subject. Fantin, who had the artist’s sense of 
the freshness of flowers, painted directly in a realistic manner 
comparable to that of his contemporaries, Courbet or Manet. 
Although Fantin had no intention of faithfully representing 
only their botanical aspect, he used the details of the flower 
form for his starting point, and the direct, simple arrangement 
of his composition, his skill in handling atmospheric surround- 
ings, achieved a representational result very fine of its kind. 

Redon studied botany for a protracted period because of the 
stimulus of a friend, the etcher Rodolphe Bresdin, an enthusi- 
astic botanist. Despite this influence, although Redon occasion- 
ally painted straightforward representations of subject, such as 
the two pictures of geraniums' recently exhibited—and even 
these inevitably partake of his imaginative world,—he was more 
interested in treating the subject matter unrealistically. He 
created fantasies of his own, composed of the elements of nature 
—birds, butterflies, and flowers, or the moon, suggestive of the 
supernatural. His compositions are filled with spiritual intima- 
tions. The soft brilliance of flowers furnished him a whole world 
of colors, which he played upon to suit the mood of his chosen 
theme. 

Redon produced his oils and pastels from 1900 to 1916, the 
last years of his life; prior to that time he had confined his work 
chiefly to lithography. Fantin-Latour had admired Redon’s 
early drawings and had been one of the main influences which 
prevailed upon Redon to make them more easily available 
through lithography. Because of the limitations and the exact- 
ing necessities of that medium, he sharpened his perception of 
design. From romantic associations with literature and music, 
Redon created a world of fantasy which he had fully developed 
before he began to work in color. 

Pastel was peculiarly fitted to express Redon’s romantic 
spirit, and a great number of his paintings are in this rather 
fugitive medium. But he used oil in a masterly fashion as well, 
and in the new Museum acquisition, oil has been used in such 
a way as to become a peculiarly sensitive medium for the ex-

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pression of Redon’s ideas. The painting has a gamut of glowing 
colors, violet to red, placed against an aura of orange vermilion. 
The effect of this luminous color on the retina of the eye, as 
upon the mind, is one of pleasurable exhilaration, which re- 
creates the sensation which Redon himself must have felt before 
he projected it upon the canvas. 

This painting does not emphasize the more esoteric qualities 
of his work. It expresses a somewhat more objective viewpoint 
—if the term objective can ever be applied to a man who always 
lived in the world of imagination. No matter in what compan 
it may be placed, such a painting, by the very subtle brilliance 
of its color, creates a world of its own, free from the encroaching 
influences of environment. HENRY S. FRANCIS
